Woman tells of life 
after benefits cut

A FORMER Mildenhall woman says she 
has been living out of her car and eating 
dog food since her benefits were cut last 
year. 

Ann Cumberland-Quinn, 56, who re¬ 
lies on a mobility scooter and crutches 
to get about, has struggled since her Per¬ 
sonal Independence Payment (PIP) al¬ 
lowance was stopped following a review 
in December. 

She was then dealt a further blow when 
her Employment and Support Allowance 
(ESA) benefit was slashed to £250 a fort¬ 
night from £375 in February under gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Ann, a former nurse who is estranged 
from her family, has been living in her car 
in Ely on and off since losing her social 
housing bungalow in Mildenhall in June 
2015, which she claims was down to a 
mix-up with her ESA payment she relied 
upon to pay the rent. 

Since then she has been left feeling 
overwhelmed trying to find the help she

WEST Suffolk Hospital 
made a huge blunder by 
performing the wrong pro¬ 
cedure on a patient, a report 
has revealed. 

The ‘never event’, so 
named because they should 
never happen, occurred in 
March when the patient had 
the wrong procedure per¬ 
formed as an outpatient. 

According to the hospital, 
the patient suffered no ill ef¬ 
fects from the extra medical 
attention, but an investiga¬ 
tion into the blunder is cur¬ 
rently under way. 

Rowan Procter, chief 
nurse at West Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: 
“The trust works exten¬ 
sively to ensure we are fully 
compliant with all national 
guidance related to ‘never 
events’ and supports the 
philosophy that they are 
wholly preventable. 

“Patient safety is our top 
priority and we work with 
staff to continually improve 
our processes and proce- 


said: “We reported 10 seri¬ 
ous incidents in March, five 
of which were related to 
norovirus outbreaks which 
led to the closure of wards 
in the hospital. 

“We record these infec¬ 
tions as serious incidents 
due to the potential conse¬ 
quences of closed beds. 

“A ‘never event’ was re¬ 
ported during the month 
which related to a patient 
who had an unnecessary 
procedure in outpatients. 

“The patient has not suf¬ 
fered any adverse conse¬ 
quences of the additional 
procedure and a full inves¬ 
tigation is under way with 
some initial learning iden¬ 
tified for immediate imple¬ 
mentation.” 

The details were revealed 
in a report which will go be¬ 
fore the West Suffolk Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group 
on May 24.

needs, relying instead 
upon homeless shelters 
and the goodwill of stran¬ 
gers. 

"IVe been living in a car 
for a year and a half. I just 
park the car up wherever 
I can find because I’m 
ashamed. I’m keeping out 
of the way of everybody. 
I’ve had enough and I'm 
tired. My head is banging 
with all this. 

“I’ve been eating dog 
food.” 

Ann, who suffers from 
neuropathy, claims she 
received less money when 
her Disability Living Al¬ 
lowance was changed to 
a PIP allowance last June 
following changes to the 
benefits system. She says 
she can no longer afford 
the costs of housing. 


She says being of no 
fixed address is also ham¬ 
pering attempts to find a 
home. 

She continued: “I’ve got 
no family any more and 
the councils are not go¬ 
ing to house me because 
I have no connection any¬ 
where. 

“They’ve said: ‘Go live 
with your mum and dad.’ I 
said: T will be, at this rate. 
I’ll be in the ground with 
them, I can’t dig them up.’ 

“I’ve been to the MP - 
they can’t help, I’ve been 
to the Lib Dems - they 
can’t help, I’ve been to the 
mayor, I went to a coun¬ 
cillor. 

“I want some money to 
live and I’m not living, I’m 
just existing. 

“All my nerve endings 
are dead. That’s why I’m 
incontinent and my legs 
have swollen up. I’ve got 


my little dog - she keeps 
me going.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions confirmed Ann 
no longer received her PIP 
allowance and had her 
ESA reduced from Febru¬ 
ary this year, but said she 
still received payments 
every two weeks. 

She declined to com¬ 
ment further. 

Angela Parmenter, 
housing and community 
safety manager from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said: “Our hous¬ 
ing team works with any¬ 
one in the district who is 
homeless or threatened 
with potential homeless¬ 
ness. 

“We will always try to 
ensure that nobody is 
homeless whatever their 
circumstances. 

“When a person is 
considered to be vulner¬ 
able, interim temporary 
accommodation will be 
offered. However, the ap¬ 
plicant does not have to 
accept it. 

“We work tirelessly to 
prevent homelessness 
and rough sleepers in our 
district.”

THE mother of missing airman Cor- 
rie McKeague has said she will never 
give up searching for her son. 

Nicola Urquhart, above, said that 
she did not expect police officers to 
hunt for him forever, but she had 
“far too many unanswered ques¬ 
tions”. 

Police are currently combing 
through thousands of tonnes of 
waste at the Milton landfill near 
Cambridge, where it is believed Cor¬ 
rie’s body may be found. 

The 23-year old, pictured right, 
was last seen on a night out in Bury 
St Edmunds on September 24 last 
year, walking into a refuse area be¬ 
hind a Greggs bakery. 

Police believe that Corrie may 
have been taken from the refuse 
area in a bin lorry to the landfill site. 

Speaking to the BBC, Mrs Urqu¬ 
hart said: “I didn’t expect to still be 
here at this time with not one trace 
of Corrie - not his keys, his wallet, 
his phone, and obviously not Corrie 
either. 

“Nothing’s been found to categor¬ 
ically show that that rubbish from 
that bin has been found yet. It looks 
like they are in the right place, but 
not yet.” 

Corrie’s family have made numer¬ 
ous trips to Suffolk while the hunt 
for the missing airman goes on. 

His brother, Makeyan McKeague, 
said: “It’s exceptionally difficult. 

“Luckily, there are people down 
here, not just my family, but the 
friendships, the relationships that 
have been created with people who 
just eight months ago were com¬ 
plete strangers. I would call them 
my family now. 

“They make it so much easier to 
be down here. At the end of the day, 
I’m here to try to find my brother, 
but life is still up in Scotland, and 
it’s very hard to balance that out and 



make things work.” 

The landfill search has lasted more 
than 10 weeks, with specialist search 
officers from Suffolk and Norfolk re¬ 
cently finding rubbish with correct 
dates from the time Corrie went 
missing. 

Mrs Urquhart said she was “re¬ 
alistic” about how long the police 
search would be able to continue. 

“I’ll keep this up forever. This is 
Corrie - this is my son. I’ll never ever 
stop searching for him” she said. 

“That doesn’t mean I expect the 
police to search forever - I’m realis¬ 
tic. 

“I know there will come a time 
when they have to stop, but that 
doesn’t mean that I’ll ever have to 
stop until I’ve either found him or 
I’ve got every answer that I can pos¬ 
sibly get. And, just now, there are 
still far, far too many unanswered 
questions for us.” 

She also explained that she had 


decided not to visit the landfill site 
because she would be too tempted 
to join in the search work. 

Mrs Urquhart said: “I know if we 
went there you wouldn’t get us out. 

“They’re not going to let us search, 
and how can we walk in there and 
then walk back out again? 

“You have to do what’s right for 
you at the time to be able to deal 
with something like this. So it’s no 
criticism of anybody else, but for us 
... why put ourselves through that?” 

She added: “If it’s not going to help 
us, if it’s not going to help find Cor¬ 
rie, then why go there and see that 
and smell that and be there and not 
be able to do anything?” 

Makeyan added: “I don’t think 
I would be able to deal with that, 
years down the line, knowing that if 
they didn’t find him in there that he’s 
still there. That becomes very real.” 

During their interview, Makeyan 
described the emotional impact his 
brother’s disappearance had had on 
the family. 

“Everyone deserves closure - 
that’s what we’re trying to find. We 
need something,” he explained. 

“Sometimes, we will sit and talk 
about him. We can go on for hours. 

“Sometimes, you just want to be 
by yourself and just reflect on it, and 
other days you just fall apart and 
there’s nothing you can do about it. 

“The hardest time is when it kind 
of just floods back to you that your 
brother is missing. 

“You focus on it 24/7. You can’t do 
anything. You become paralysed by 
the idea that this person is not in 
your life any more. 

“You’re not going to have the big 
events. That’s difficult. It’s very dif¬ 
ficult to try to actually think about 
that when Corrie is missing.” 

Mrs Urquhart added: “It sounds 
so strange to say this, but it’s almost 
like we’ve not let ourselves lose him 
yet because we’re still looking for 
him. We’re realistic, but we’ve not 
lost him yet. We’re still looking for 
him.”

A FUND has been set up in 
a “remarkable” music teach¬ 
er’s name after she left £1.2 
million to help thousands 
of poor families in sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa gain access to 
clean water. 

Helen Ruddock, a pianist 
and singer from Suffolk, died 
aged 96 at a care home in 
Bury St Edmunds in 2015. 

Now the teacher, who 
taught hundreds of pupils 
at various schools in the re¬ 
gion, including Fairstead 
House in Newmarket, has 
had a fund named after her 
thanks to the Rotary Club. 

The Helen Ruddock Foun¬ 
dation fund will ensure that 
her legacy lives on for years, 
as her money will help mil¬ 
lions of people in poverty to 
clean, healthy water to save 
thousands of lives. 

Close friend, Alison Budge, 
of Ashtons Legal, helped Ms 
Ruddock write her will. 

She told the News: “She 
was a very remarkable, spir¬ 
ited lady. She continued 
teaching and singing into 


her 90s, including my two 
daughters over a period of 
some years. 

“It was amazing how, de¬ 
spite there being a 70-year 
age gap at the time, they re¬ 
ally appreciated her liveli¬ 
ness. She was an expert sing¬ 
ing teacher. 

“She lived a fairly frugal 
life, popping onto buses 
rather than catching a taxi 
to go to town - all not to 


deplete her resources and 
aim to give the money she 
earned to the children in Af¬ 
rica. 

“She’d be really thrilled to 
know that it was over £1.25 
million. She wasn’t able to 
have children, so she par¬ 
ticularly wanted to help 
those in most need, and 
recognised the fundamental 
need in Africa for things like 
water.”

PLANS for a cinema in Newmarket 
have taken another step forward, 
according to Forest Heath District 
Council. 

A number of investors are said to 
have expressed an interest in be¬ 
coming tenants at any new cinema 
that is built. 

The council will also seek agree¬ 
ment on funding and the possible 
location for the cinema at a cabinet 
meeting next month. 

Cllr Robin Millar told the News: 
“Plans for a cinema in Newmarket 
are progressing in that we’ve got a 
report coming to the council which 
is a feasibility study. We’re also look¬ 
ing at payments and the continued 
development of ideas. 

“The cinema is really on the 
council’s radar and it is committed 
to it happening. 

“We’ll do all we can to encourage 
private business and investors to 
come in.” 

The News revealed last year that 
the council was in talks with a com¬ 
pany about opening a cinema in 


Newmarket. 

Resident David Rippington start¬ 
ed a campaign to bring a cinema 
to the town, and set up a petition 
which has been signed by almost 
5,000 people. 

Mr Rippington was also heavily 
involved with the initial process of 
finding possible investors with the 
help of Newmarket Town Council. 


However, Forest Heath has since 
taken control of the project. 

Several sites have been mooted 
for the cinema, including both 
the TK Maxx building and Heaven 
Awaits on the High Street, and the 
car park at the Guineas Shopping 
Centre. 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, cabinet 
member for planning and growth, 


said: “We need to see if it stacks 
up financially and also identify the 
best location. 

“I’ve asked for a paper to be put 
together on that basis and that will 
be coming to the cabinet. 

“Once we can agree for some 
funding, then we will look at the 
feasibility report. We’ll be in a much 
better position after that.

“This is not a proposal for the 
council - this is a proposal to look 
at the viability of building a cinema 
for an operator to run effectively, 
and for the council to be a land¬ 
lord. That builds into our strategy 
for long-term financial stability to 
invest money in order to get a rev¬ 
enue return to clearly replace the 
reduction in the revenue support 
grant we get from the government. 

“The cinema must achieve regu¬ 
lar income for the council, but also 
be a major improvement to New¬ 
market as a destination for leisure 
and retail. Just the same way in 
which the council owns the Guin¬ 
eas Shopping Centre, we have an 
interest in attracting good, sound 
tenants to provide regular income 
as an asset. 

“We are always looking at differ¬ 
ent ways of diversifying our port¬ 
folio, so we can keep council tax at 
a lowest possible level to improve 
services.”

Call for Airbnb 
owners to face 
tougher rules 


NEWMARKET Town Council 
wants to take action against 
a global accommodation¬ 
sharing service after people 
complained of guests taking 
up parking spaces and caus¬ 
ing “disturbances”. 

At a meeting last week, 
councillors set out a plan to 
write to planning authority 
West Suffolk District Council, 
to enquire about scrutinis¬ 
ing Airbnb owners as if they 
were a business - which also 
means possibly enforcing 
business rates. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, chair¬ 
woman of the development 
and planning committee, 
said: “There are several sepa¬ 
rate examples of single fam¬ 
ily homes in residential areas 
that have been changed into 
B&Bs that have effectively 
become small hotels in the 
town without some of the 
scrutiny that you would ex¬ 
pect a hotel to have. 

“We have received several 
complaints, with issues such 
as lots of cars parking in peo¬ 
ple’s spaces and going in and 
out of the properties in unso-

ciable hours. Residents have 
been disturbed. 

“Essentially, we want to 
know that there is scrutiny 
from the planning authority 
for the change of use from 
single family occupancies 
with the attendant parking 
issues, health and safety, and 
the obligations for those who 
run these businesses. 

“And presumably business 
rates should be paid if you’re 
a business? Family homes 
are advertised for occasional 
weekend guests. 

“It’s something that has 
sprung up and there needs 
some clarity on it. 

“We want to protect the 
interests of residents of New¬ 
market.” 

Airbnb is an online hospi¬ 
tality phenomenon that ena¬ 
bles people to lease or rent 
short-term lodging. 

It has more than three mil¬ 
lion lodging listings in 65,000 
cities and 191 countries, and 


the cost of lodging is set by 
the host. 

Claudia Alder, a spokes¬ 
woman for Airbnb, said: 
“Hosts in Newmarket are typ¬ 
ically regular people sharing 
space in their home for less 
than two days a month - they 
are not typically businesses 
or professionals. 

“The overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of hosts and guests 
are good neighbours and 
respectful travellers and we 
take action when we are noti¬ 
fied of bad behaviour. 

“Almost two thirds (62%) 
of listings in Newmarket are 
private rooms - spare space 
in people’s homes. They are 
not entire properties, and are 
places where people live. 

“We want to do everything 
we can to help our commu¬ 
nity members be good neigh¬ 
bours in the communities 
that hosts call home, which 
is why last year we launched 
our neighbour tool to help 
achieve that goal.” 

There are 86 rental possi¬ 
bilities in and around New¬ 
market.

Songkran is the Thai New Year's 
festival. The Thai New Year's Day is 
April 13 every year, but the holiday 
period runs for a couple of days. 

The day's festivities at my Phuket 
hotel, the Marriott Resort and Spa, 
Merlin Beach, began with a 
traditional offering of goods to 
Buddhist monks visiting the hotel. 

But this soon descended into 
chaos once they headed home, and 
the water fun could get underway. 

What started years ago as a gentle 
ceremony of honouring people with 
a splash of water has become an 
outright water battle, with no-one 
immune from a soaking. 

The celebration was just one of 
the many activities and events on 
offer at the hotel - some free, some 
paid for - including Thai cookery 
classes, yoga and crafts. 

The Marriott Resort and Spa, 
Merlin Beach, is set in lush tropical 
gardens and anchored alongside Tri 
Trang Beach, a quiet stretch of white 
sand. It's a practically deserted spot, 
but is just a 10-minute tuk tuk ride 
from Patong, one of Thailand's most 
frenetic towns. 

Sun terraces fringed with palm 
trees surround the hotel's three 
pools, one with a swim-up bar and 
its four restaurants left me spoiled 
for choice. There's a traditional Thai 
place, an Italian, a buffet restaurant 
and - my favourite - the beachside 
grill, open to the elements and with 
a perfect view of the Andaman sea 
at sunset. 

With Thomson, guests are 
all-inclusive at the hotel. I cannot 
stress enough what a great deal this 
is: a bar and food bill soon adds up. 


enough, without jetting 
to the other side of the 
world. 

My room, overlook¬ 
ing the hotel atrium, 
was spacious and 
modern, and breakfast 
the next day was a real 
treat. But the best 
thing about the hotel, 
is not only does it have 
parking on site, but 
getting to Gatwick's 
North Terminal takes 
just five minutes, as 
the two are linked by 
an enclosed bridge.

Hundreds of people visit the 
islands daily, so expect a bit of 
jostling for the best view, but the 
tour is a must-see for visitors to 
Phuket. 

A highlight for me was swimming 
with sharks - not the meat-eating 
kind. Donning a mask and snorkel, I 
swam just a few hundred metres 
from the beach before I spotted the 
black-tipped reef sharks. Around 
three feet in length, they were 
definitely more scared of me than I 
was of them, as they darted around 
the coral among an array of 
technicolour fish that would give 
Joseph a run for his money. 

A night on Phi Phi Don (a 
backpackers' haunt but with a 
great vibe) ended with 
watching talented locals put on

a 'fire show' on the beach. 

The sky became illuminated with 
orange as the young men danced 
with lit torches, juggling with balls of 
flames and throwing them back and 
forth along a stretch of the white 
sand. They put on quite a 
performance, but, as always, I 
imagine, in a place like this, it was 
the backdrop that stole the show. 

The whole tour was pretty full on. 
We darted from island to island, 
either to snorkel, to swim or simply 
to laze on the white sand, taking in 
the view, but the crew kept us 
topped us with fresh fruit and 


unlimited drinks. 

I visited Thailand as a solo 
traveller, but not once did I feel 
alone. The Thai people are 
incredibly welcoming, and not once 
did I feel under pressure from any 
'street sellers' or tuk tuk drivers. You 
need your wits about you, as in in 
any foreign country, but I certainly 
felt safe in Phuket. 

While at night the nearby town of 
Patong becomes a hive of activity, 
during the day it was very family- 
friendly. And at the hotel, things 
couldn't have been more child- 
friendly. One of the pools has slides 


and water jets, while a kids' club 
operates throughout the day. 

I was lucky enough to witness two 
gorgeous weddings and a proposal 
at the hotel's beachfront gazebo, too, 
proving it's a perfect location for a 
romantic break away. 

After a busy couple of days island 
hopping, and back on dry land, I 
decided to try out a traditional Thai 
massage. While the hotel has its own 
beautiful spa, there are a couple of 
massage huts on the beach, too, and 
at just 300BHT (around £7.50) for an 
hour, I couldn't afford to give it a 
miss.

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New Lexus coupe set 
for summer UK debut 



STUNNING: The Lexus LC 500 V8 will clock 0-60 in a claimed 4.4 seconds 


T HE stunning Lexus LC 500 sports 
coupe will cost from £76,595 
when it arrives in the UK later 
this summer. 

The high powered 2 + 2 - it has 
performance to match a Porsche 
911 - will be available with normally 
aspirated 5.0-litre V8 and 3.5-litre V6 
hybrid powertrains. 

Each will set a first by having 
10-speed automatic transmissions 
complete with manual modes 
designed to exploit the car's potential 
to the full. 

Optional sports packs will be 
offered taking prices up to £85,895 
for versions fitted with a dynamic 
handling kit that includes an active 
rear spoiler and rear wheel steering. 

Based on the LF-LC concept Lexus 
first revealed at the Detroit motor 
show in 2012, the super-sleek LC 
coupe is 15ft 8ins long yet just 4ft 5ins 
high. 

It features plenty of aerodynamic 
styling including prominent body cuts, 
side mounted air scoops and ultra- 
slim LED headlamps. 


To save weight, Lexus has opted 
to fit the LC with run-flat tyres to 
eliminate the need for a spare wheel 
and has fixed the battery in the boot 
to help balance, although luggage 
space is tight at 197 litres for the V8 
and 1 72 litres for the hybrid. 

With a front engine, rear wheel 


drive configuration all versions have 
sports suspension and a limited slip 
differential. 

Top speed for the V8 is close on 
170mph and the 471 bhp engine 
gives it a 0 to 60 acceleration of 4.4 
seconds. 

The 3.5-litre petrol/electric set up 


in the LC 500h is almost as quick with 
a maximum of 156mph and a 4.7 
seconds 0 to 60 time. The combined 
power output of the hybrid system is 
rated at 354bhp. 

Lexus has yet to release fuel 
economy and emissions data but has 
said there will be no price differential 
between the V8 and the hybrid LC 
500. 

The LC 500h is the first to make use 
of the new Lexus multi stage hybrid 
system which employs four drive 
zones within the CVT transmission to 
maximise torque and power bands 
under acceleration. 

All versions of the LC 500 will be 
fitted with a full range of driver aids 
and safety systems, including lane 
departure warning, adaptive cruise 
control and fatigue monitors while 
a head up display will be a £995 
option. 

Full UK specifications for the LC 
500 are to be announced soon and 
Lexus says that first deliveries are 
expected to take place around August 
time.

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'Puzzle' of growth 
in van numbers 



T HE huge growth in UK van 

numbers is not being fuelled by 
the popularity of online shopping, 
a study has found. 

Just 4 per cent of the 3.7 million vans 
on the road are involved in delivering 
orders to consumers and businesses, 
according to analysis for motoring 
research charity the RAC Foundation. 

But they are believed to account for 
a disproportionately high number of 
miles travelled, some 10 per cent of all 
van mileage. 

The growth in web retailing might 
actually have helped to limit traffic 
increases as people use their cars less to 
get to the shops, Prof Alan Braithwaite 
of LCP Consulting concluded. 

His report suggested that 2.7 billion 
packages were delivered in the UK last 
year. 

The study speculates that widespread 
delivery van use could be replaced 
with local solutions involving micro 
collection hubs, drones or even robots. 

RAC Foundation director Steve 
Gooding said that despite a popular 
belief that the surge in van traffic 
is down to our "rapidly deepening 
love affair with online shopping", the 
research suggests that "sofa surfers 


might be helping to ease our traffic 
congestion woes". 

He continued: "The implications 
for our roads could be positive, where 
several car shopping trips are replaced 
by one van delivering to multiple 
households, though there is an issue 
where personal goods are being 


delivered to city centre offices through 
already congested streets. 

"The question of why there are 
so many more vans is still a puzzle. 
Could it be the product of more small 
businesses and sole traders investing 
in vans and then using them both as a 
work tool and for family transport?"

All options open 
for Galileo Gold 


GALILEO Gold might be given 
a run in a lower grade to regain 
his confidence following his 
latest defeat in the A1 Shaqab 
Lockinge Stakes at Newbury on 
Saturday. 

Trainer Hugo Palmer stressed 
that is one of the options to be 
discussed with connections in 
a bid to revive the career of last 
season’s 2000 Guineas winner. 

Galileo Gold has now been 
beaten in all his four starts 
since he won the St James’s Pal¬ 
ace Stakes at Royal Ascot last 
summer. 

Palmer feels there is a possibil¬ 
ity Galileo Gold prefers a round 
mile to a straight course, despite 
his success at Newmarket. 

“He’s pulled up in good 
shape. Like his team he’s a little 
bit deflated, but he’s sound and 
he ate up and we look forward 
to another day,” he said. 

“Royal Ascot is obviously an 
option. I know he won the 2000 
Guineas last year, but conceiv-

ably the best mn of his two-year- 
old career was at Goodwood. The 
St James’s Palace he won last year 
was over the old (round) mile and 
the Queen Anne is over the new 
mile (on the straight course). 

“This all needs to be dis¬ 
cussed. There’s a lot of water to 
flow under the bridge. There’s 
just a chance the horse might 
be better with a bend. He ran 
very well in the Sussex last year. 

“We’ve got a month to Ascot. 
Every stone will be turned and 
we’ll discuss everything. 

“I suppose there’s also the 
option, after a series of disap¬ 
pointments now, that we might 
like to give him a penalty kick 
in a lower grade race to help the 
horse regain his confidence. 

“That’s an option that has yet 
to be discussed, but it’s some¬ 
thing that will be on the table.” 
■ John Ryan was thankful for 
a chance meeting on the gal¬ 


lops after Grey Britain gave 
the trainer’s season a much- 
needed boost with victory in 
the Betway Fairway Stakes at 
Newmarket on Saturday. 

With the three-year-old’s 
intended rider Jimmy Fortune 
sidelined through injury, the 
Newmarket handler acted swiftly 
to secure the services of Classic¬ 
winning jockey Gerald Mosse 
after he bumped into the jockey’s 
agent Dave ‘Shippy’ Ellis on the 
town’s training grounds. 

The French ace bounced 
the son of Arcano into an early 
lead he was not to relinquish as 
Grey Britain (10-1) held off the 
late challenge of Desert Skyline 
by a nose in the mile-and-a- 
quarter Listed prize. 

Ryan said: “I met Shippy on 
the gallops when I still thought 
Jimmy Fortune was riding. 

“I got a phone-call when I got 
back saying Jimmy couldn’t ride 
so I phoned Shippy and asked 
if he had anyone and he said 


Gerald was still here and that he 
wasn’t flying back until later. 

“Gerald Mosse gave him a 
super ride. He had never sat 
on the horse before but he just 
gave him the ride he needed.” 

■ Khairaat is likely to be stepped 
up in class for the Wolferton 
Handicap at Royal Ascot. 

Since suffering defeat on 
his debut last July, the son of 
Shamardal has registered three 
successive victories, including 
his triumphant seasonal bow 
at Chester earlier this month. 

Although plans remain fluid 
for the Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
colt, connections are leaning 
towards aiming him at the mile- 
and-a-quarter Listed prize. 

Angus Gold, racing manager 
to owner Hamdan A1 Mak- 
toum, said: “He needs to go up 
in grade now.
